A Northern Lynching.

A mob of a couple of thousand men
Monday night at Wilmington, Del,
broke into the county workhouse bent
on lynching George White, the negro
who was held on a charge of assault-
ing and killing Helen Bishop.

The guards defended the place and
a boy and a man, members of the
mob, were shot and slightly injured.

The guards played a strong stream
of water from a hose Into the crawd,
which stubbornly held its ground and
declared they would get the negro.

The negro was taken to the stene of
the crime, He there confessed o hav-
Ing assaulted the girl. He was then
burned to the stake and his body rid-
dlmd with bullets,

The excitement attending the grue-
gome tragedy enacted Monday night
when George F. White the negro mur-
derer of seventeen-year-old Helen
8. Bishop, was burned at the
stake, has subsided. The swift and
dire punishment moted out to the per-
petrator of the crime {5 the sole tople
of conversation but the detalls are
calmly rehearsed.

During the show of resistance made
by the poliee and the jall officials
when the moh attacked the New Castle
eounty workhouse, Peter Smith, a
12 year old boy, was shot |n the back.
The bullet which struck him evident-
ly came from a pisto]l in the crowd,
as It Is claimed by the prison war-
den that his guards fired over the
keads of the lynchers. Smith died
Wednesday afternoon.

Another young nran, whossa name s
unknown, was slightly injured. The
only other persong known to have
been hurt was & man who was kicked
by White, when the negro attempted
to escape from fls torturers, and
another man who had his arm burned.

Mrs. Bishop, mother of the mur-
dered girl, js in a state of extreme
norvousness, While was put to death
within a few hundred yards of the
Bishop house and the glare of the fire
and howls of the mob could plainly
be seen and heard at the house.

Farmer Murdered In Field.

The Ontario county authorities have
arrested and lodged In  county jall
ut Canandalgua Edward Sexton, 45
years of age, on the charge of killing
with a shot gun, on the evening of
Tuesday, Thomas Mabaney, Jr., a fel-
low farmer, at their home, in Farming-
ton.

In 18989 S8exton was arrested and con-
vieted on a charge of assault in the
third degree, for shooting at Thomas
Mahaney, Sr., the father of the man
fust murdored. He served 50 days in
jail for the erime, although he broke
jall once, but was reécaptured. At
that time, It |8 charged, he swore
vengeance on the Mahaney family,

The murder was a foul one, the
ngsassin creeping up behind Mahaney
while he was drilling beans in the
field, just out of the slght of his
family, who heard shots but suspoect-
ed nothing wrong till the team came
running fn from the fleld. The body
was founq lying on lts face with »
terribly mangled skull, the entire
charge of shot ‘plercing the left eye,
ear and temple. The murder aroused
ihe entire community and bloodhounds
were taken to the gpot by the anthori-
tier, but th  heavy rainfall hampered
fhe dogs, Sexton was found at his

in 400 feet of the Rosso place, declares
that he heard one shot and that he
heard no screams.

There is no evidence in the room
that more than one shot was fled
The bullt was found in the hallway,
several feet from the bLedroom where
Rosso says the shot was fired. The
bullet {= of the same callbre as those
used In Rosso's revolver. The re
velver eonteined two cartridges in
the afternoon bhefore the shooting.
When found afterward there was but
one cartridge in it

The police believe that In the two
hours that intervened between the
ghooting and the alarm to the neigh-
hors Resso and the woman hecame
reconciled, and that they planned the
gtory of the night assaunlt

UNUSED FASTENERS.
